The application of Mr. and Mrs. 


Charles H. Buhr for a modification 
of a decree of limited separation so 
that they may again resume- their 
married relations developed the fact 
this morning that the law passed 
by the last legislature providing for 
limited divorces is defective, in that 
it contains no clause under which 
Ihe courts can permit people sepa- 
rated for a given time to resume the 
relations of man and wife before tlie 
expiration of the period specified in 
tie decree. 


Mrs. Buhr was granted a limited 


divorce from her husband October 2 
and they have since 
lived apart 


Lnst week she called upon 
Judge 


Heaton, who presided at the hearing 
of tilie onse, and started that sho and 
her husband had talked over th«lr 
differences, with the result that an 
adjustment had been brought about 
and that they had rented a house ii 
Lnkesida and wanted the permission 
of the court to live as man nnd wife. 


Both appeared in the circuit court 


this morning nnd the wife filed 
formal application in which she pray* 
that the decree of limited divorce be 
Fct aside, vacated or ro modified that 
Blio nnd her husband 
cnn live to- 


gether. This was done so they would 
not expose themselves to tfoe possi- 
bility of being prosecuted under the 
law, which particularly specifies that 
living together within the time pro- 
scribed by the 
decree 
constitutes 


adultery. 


She sets out the fact that the con- 


dition of affairs has* so changed that 
she believes it would be better for 
both parties, as well .as very essen- 
tial to the good of their child, if the 
parents were permitted 
to be re- 


united. The petition bears the con- 
sent of Mr. Buhr to tihe modification. 


The law Itself is one that was for- 


mulated in Allen county and pre- 
sented by Senator Fleming. It pro- 
vides that a court of proper juris- 
diction may grant a decrea of separa- 
tion for a limited time, 
and that 


within that time, in so far as prop- 
erty matters ar<» concerned, the prin- 
cipals in any action brought under 
the act may secure such modifications 
as tihe court may sec fit to grant, and 
further provision Is made for modifi- 
cations as they affect the custody of 
children, but nothing is contained in 
the law that permits the parties who 
may secure a decree to become man 
and wife. 


The divorce is absolute, with tho 


exception that neither can 
marry 


within the limit fixed by the court. 
In this particular instance commis- 
sioners -were appointed to sell real 
estate involved, and on agreement 
was entered into with the consent oi 
Judge Heaton that provided for «n 
adjudication of property interests. 


Judge Heaton was puzzled 
ibis 


morning as to tho proper mode of 
procedure. The bans of matrimony 
have not been declared null nnd v 
for all time to come and the parties 
cannot marry again as they could 
if the decree had been absolute, fine 
in the absence of specific provision in 
the law Judge Henton held that as 
the consent of both parties has bee-n 
filed in writing he can nullify the 
order entered at the timo of the ap- 
plication and 
Mr. and Mrs. Buhr 


will land in the same 
relation to 


each other as they did before the rul- 
ing of the court was placed upon the 
records.
